AnnallHem In tbo papon reooriia 

t)i« ilenth of I'riiipo AlexnndcrTorlonia, 
of l<on)i<. Itesiile.s being n |iriiioo ho 
wna (liu rii'liuDt man in Italy, anil, jior- 
liiips, if tilt! truth wora known, tiie 
rli^ipul nmii in tlio world.

VanMtitor, who (ur nany yearahak 
laliorod nnotinainely In Bome, aalab- 
lixhiii); .schiKiN nnil aooomplialiing great 
work.s, IhiiIi I'diioatlonal and cvangel- 
icnW in the old city, waa a pomoniil 
friend o( Prinoo Torlonia. It la rather 
utrnngn that the most uncompmniliilng 
I'rolp.itnnt in Rome, nnd a nuin 
wlio liHS deliheniti'ly fhoseii iMiverly 
«.-< his lot in life tiiiit lie nii<;li'l 
8|icnd all ho rooolvcs for the lienelit 
n( (ithora, should be a friend of the 
most uiKwniiironiiitlng ('ntholic anil the 
rieliest mint in Itiily. Hut suoh whs the 
oiiAO. Their frieniNliip iMigitn about a 
plow. The I'liilcMliint eU'rjfjiiian vim 
a tenant of a houao belonging to ths 
t^iitholi* Prinoo. Uo knew tba absorb- 
lug InUirost tbo Prinoo had in all mat- 
liTs jiiTliiininir to a;:rieiillnre. He al: 
knew tin' wretclieij ii|i|iliiiiicert tlio |)eaj(- 
aulry of Italy had fur the tilling of the 
nound. Mr. Van Meier wrote to the 
Oal«Maini(totnrineCompanyo( Ahiarl- 
ca and told thorn that he wanted to pre- 
Hont a tlrst-claaa Amorlcaii plow to the 
great f nrnier-prinoe o( Italy. The com- 
pnnv mnnu(aotur«)d a plow with all the 
nKMlcrn Iniprovomonta, linlshod it up in 
the tinest style nnd nicklo-plated It This 
Implement wii-i sent to tho Rev. Mr. 
Van Meier at Rome and ho In tnt nurc- 
Henlcd it t<i PrliKN' Toiloniii. There 
\vii.s a deal of diplomacy needed to In- 
dtico the Princo to accept. ,tbe gih, but 
tho clergvniiiti was equal to tlie ocoa- 
tion nnd the Amerinn plow (ound quar- 
ters in tho Torlonia rnlnco. The Prlnoe 
wns wondorfolly ulon-siKl with It, andbad 
it sii up in one of (he rooms of bh pal- 
iioe t« bo adniirod by his numerans 
friends. He oxhibiuul it lu dlffeix>ut 
parts of Italy and wherever heconldiii- 
troduco tbo Ainericnn plow to Uie soil 
of that oonntry he did so. Ho wns 
somewhat astonished nnd somewhat 
ili.snppolntcd that Mr. Van Motor wouM 
accept no return for the gift, but after 
the plow episode the ToHoninn Palace 
had always an open ilixir for the clerjiy- 
mnn and his frionds. Mr. Van Meter 
invited mo to visit the Prince with him, 
nnd ns my opportunities for oonversing 
with princes in America had bconsoiuc- 
what limited I waw very glad to accept 
tho invitation. The 'I'lrlonin Pnlaco Is 
oltnaled in the very ccnior of Romo 
and, 9 I remember rightly, on tho 
Place di Venozla. On opposite side 



nf the sipiaro is Iho palace of one of Iho 
forclKti embassies— I think that of the 
Austrian Govornmont. The Torlonia 
Palaoe is a huge square building, the 
windows o( which are barred with iron 
aa If It wore a prison. 

A great arched entrance lixl from tho 
Bniiare into n spacions stone-paved ceiirt 
with the usual fountain, nnd the win- 
dows of the four sides of thopalaoelook- 
Ing dowu on It Oar partv oonstated of 
Mr. and Mrs. John R. Whitney, of Hiil- 
adeljiiiia, and llroin Mawr, "with tho 
llov. Mr. Van Meter and myself. Pass- 
ing Into a large archway- we tamed 
through a door to the left inttfthe center 
olllci^ of tho Prince. It was full of 
clerliH and had vory much the appear- 
ance of an olllco of n wholesale hoiiae In 
London. Passing through this w^ came 
to another ofliee of a similar size in 
which more clerks were engaged, and 
then Into a third ofllco in which tho 
Prinoo sat at a plain, flat-topped desk 
with drawers down tho sides, nt his right 
band and his loft. Op|>osito him sat bis 
private secretary. Farther on appeared 
several rooms more luxuriously furn- 
ished, nnd at the end, seen through the 
vi.sta iif doiiis fnini the first entrance 
into this palace of bustling business was 
the statue of a nymph \n pore white 
marble which had a curious moonlit e(- 
feot as seen at the end of a seml-obMwe 



room tnmtigh tlio timiiel of a dozen door- 
ways all in lino. 

'file Prince receiveil us very cordially, 
lie was n short old innti witli a shrewd 
biisiposs face and very -iilaiiily dressed, 
lie conversed with us in three lan- 
guages. He spoke to Mrs. Whitney in 
French, spoke Italian to theeler<;ymun, 
and soon found he had to coiiim tiuwn to 
plain, nnadorned Kngli.^h if lie wanlcd 
Hiiy opinion from iiie. Uis Kiigli.sh, he 
said with a eoniioul smile, waa a pain to 
him, and although we assured him that 
he spoke English very well, indeed, for 
It hardly does t<i tell a Prince that thera 
is any tiling that he can not do wiill, 
yet ho hod evident difllcnity in i-xpress- 
ing himself in that language. He spolio 
very enthusiastically about Ainerit . 
anil aliout its being the great granary 
of the world. No country, he saiil. 
could e\or compete with it in agricul- 
ture. He had done sonielliing, ho add- 
ed, (or iioor Italy In that matter, but 
ho oould never hope to see it rival 
even the ])oorest of the Ainori- 
ciiii Stales. t)iic of the party spoke 
to Ilim about coming to Ainurica, but he 
shook bi» lieail and aaldthat bis day 
for that had gone by— he was too 
old. After this short talk we were 
taken through tlie iialacc of the Prince. 
It is a palikcc that is not shown to the 
general public. After going up a great 
stairway of marble, we went through 
room after room, until we had entirely 
gone rouud tho palace. The rooms 
excelled In splend r any royal palaoe 
I have over seen. The floors are made 
of polished marble of diiTorent colors, 
and form a series of brilliant mosaliM 
that, when looked at from a distance, 
seemed traspnrenl, niid wliieh relleel 
like a mirror tho objects alsive them. 
Tho rooms, in tho usual Iloinaii fx-hioii, 
o|H-ned one into another, nnd wo hnd in 
an enlarged room a long ituccession of 
oiN^n doors In line, similar to that down 
.stairs. Al the end wns a splendid inar- 
ble work of horuio size, repretonting 
Hercules, after putting on tba (atal gar- 
ment of Mo.asus, hurling the unfortunate 
Liohas who liniughl it iiito the sea Tin' 
beutflgtire of I.iclias wa.< an ln d like ;i 
bow over tlic head of Hercules, who had 
grasped bim by the hair of the head 
and the ankhis. This work tsby Canova. 

Adorning the walls of tho |ialace 
wi-rc hundreds of paintings' by the old 
musters, of priceless value. Iii,a lar<re 
central audience room on a raist>d dai> 
was a large glMod chair, or rather a 
throne, luriiedloward tbo wall. It was 
protected by golden ropes round tho 
ont.side edge otthe dais, .so that iioIkmIv 
could touch it. Ill iliat I'hair had set 
Popo Pius IX., and the I'linee had re- 
solved that »lj/iT that it was sacred and 
that no other person should ever again 
use it. 

It was after our visit to ilie palace 
that tho reverend gentloinnn told inu 
the story of the Amerioan plow, as we 
sat at siip|K>r one evening in his room 
on the fourth story, who've lliiee win- 
dows looked out acro.ss Uie Titicr to the 
Cttsllo of St Angelo, with the dome of 
St. Peter's farther on and the inirnle 
mountains far bevond dim in the gohiiMi 
evening air. The next day I met tho 
Prince near his palace, and strange to 
sav he recognizeil mo. I w as interest- 
e<f in his agrieiiltiinil work'^. and asked 
lilm if he Would have any objections to 
giving mo sumo ]>artieulars about them 
liiat I could lay iHifore Amerioan and 
KiiLdiih readers. He said he would bo 
Kind to do >o. and asked me to eoino 
with him to the ualaec. Unfortunately 
))is laok of Ifnqwiodge qf English pve- 
ycnte<l n^e froiq gettiiig nil the particu- 
lars I wanted, but I promised to return 
with the Uev. Mr. Vau Meter iwt trans- 
lator. Itiit the return visit was never 
maile, I loamt^ from the Prince that 
the great I'flort of his life was tbo drain- 
ing of Lake Fiiiiico, which was a work 
that sovor.'tl of the Koniati Eni|iorors 
hiul atteuiptod ^tu do but hnd always 
failed. A subject however, succeeded 
in doing what even the Kinperors could 
not do, and for this enormous work 
King Victor Kttimanncl gave to tho 
Prince a gold medal which I had the 
iileasnre of seeing in its rich case. Tho 
i'riiice had had struck off a number of 
(ao simllics of this medal in bron/.e, 
and one o( them he was so kind as to 
give mo in a red morocco and purple 
velvet case, with the arms of the house 
of Torlonia on the lid. Uesparing 
of being able to tell me the 
cost of uia groat drainage achiovo- 
monl, which had converted a useless 
waste into a prpsperons farming coun- 
try, ho Anally wrote ltdown on a slip of 
paper which I have now before me. 
Strange to say I am now at a loss to 
know what the ^ cost of the work really 
was, even after having documentary- 
i!Videnoc. Written on the slip is "4.5,- 
000,000 jmunds." The sign for liii! 
Italian lira Is tho same when written as 
that of tho English pound, nnd whether 
the snm written represents f 174,000,000, 
as it would if tho writing is tminds, or 
$7,0(K),000 as It would be if It is lira, I 
do not know. The idianccs are that 
the latter Is tho correct figure. Tho 
Princo owned a large number of the 
churches of Koine, which hti hold to 
uroveiit their coiili^eation by the Italian 
Qovernmcnt and for tho sacred uses of 
which I believe be charged no fee. 
The Princo was' a man of the greatest 
lib. rnllly. In the Cathedral nt Rologno 
can be seen a splendid high altar, pre- 
sented to an ancient church by the Far- 
mer-Prince of Rome.'— Xnts Bharp, to 
Detroit Free Prat. 



THE HOUSE-PLY. 

Iiiteraatinc PaotaOonoomlacUMLaaKnag* 
of Tills Little Torturer. 

Flies are distinguished from most 
other insects by having but a single pair 
of wings, what corresponds to tbo sec- 
ond or binder pair in other insects be- 
ing a pair of knob-like "balancers." 
The flight of the honse-fly is most rapid 
i n warm, sultry weather. We all know 
how bnsy and pertlnaoioos their move. 
ments are in dog-day weather. 

It has been found that a common fly 
when held capHvo moves Its wings throe 
hundred and thirty times a minut<% 
whereas a honey-bee, whose powers ol 
oontinucd fliglit are much greater, 
moves its wings one hnndred and 
ninety tlnuw in the same period. The 
wings describe a flgure 8 in tho air. 

Tbo buzz of tho ny has been carefully 
studied by LaQdols. During flight tho 
fly's buzz or hum is in a rewtlvely low 
lone; when it Is held so high that the 
wings can not move tho buzz is higher 
in pitch, and It is higher still when tho 
fly Is hold so tbftt all motion of tho ex- 
ternal parts is prevented. The last- 
mentioned Is tho true voice of tho in- 
sect; it is produced by tbo breathing 
holes of tho thorax. The buzz of the 
fly thus expresses file emotions of the 
creature; the low ham being one of con- 
tentment, the shrin, Mndted huts, ona 
of alarm andtUstorbimoe.— RmM JVm.

—Tbo Farmeri' Home Journal says 
that novelties continue to exist In agri- 
enlturc as well as in other pursuits. An 
Knglishnian, il states, ha.s succeeded in 
saving green fmlder in stacks by a sys- 
t4'm of irumping and salting the edges 
iltiring the process o( stacking. He 
Waiiiis that there is no difllculty what- 
ever In stacking green crops if the ma- 
terial used la cut In its prime and when 
full of sap, es|>ceinlly if the stack and 
tho edges be well trodden and com- 
pressed when put up. This Is similar 
to an ojien-idr silo. 



WILUOW CULTURE, 

Iiitereatinf Inlo r ina t t a a Oaaaaitlag nua 
ProOiabla Indoalrr. 

The willow is notdifllcult of cidtiva- 
lion, requiring moist but not very wot 
land. An improsaion provails that wet 
land is the only kind available, but this 
Is an error, as wet land Is nnsultablo. 
Tho rich alluvial bottoms prodace the 
best results, sometimes doubling and 
even trebling the product every year. It 
is usually propagated by cuttings, in the 
autumn, .\fter the ground is prepared, 
the rows slionld be made four or five 
feet apart, and the cuttings placed aliout 
liflceii inches apart In the rows. Tho 
cuttings arc generally from twelve to 
fifteen incliet) long, and should stand 
three or four inches -out of the ground. 
It must be enlli\ateil Ihe lirst year, and 
tbo ground kept mellow and clear of 
weeds; but after a good stand 'gets pos- 
session, no fqrther labor is reqnired for 
the cultivation. 

The sliools are cut annually, at any 
tiraj between the fall of the leal nnil 
the rlsine of the sap, stacked and pro- 
tected from rain; and care must bo 
taken that they do not heat Those in- 
tended for white basket) can not bo 
peeled at once, but after sorting, are 
placed upright in wide, shallow tanks, 
with about four Inches of water, and so 
remain until sprbg. After pooling thoy 
are bundled for market 

There are many varieties of willow, 
but the Osier is the best, and of these 
there are thirty or forty recognized 
speoios. In England there are six lead- 
ing spoclos In cultivation. ■ The Sdliz 
For yam, or. '•Fine Basket;" Sa/ix 
nibrit, or •'groeii-leaved;" the Siilix 
Manila, or "Spanish rod;" tho Saliz 
vitleHtui, or "Golden- Osior:" the Salix 
fioimalis, or "white willow; and Salix 
amygtlnlina, or "almond willow." 'I'tc 
latter is said to bo tho most pliable, and 
the golden yellow is remarkable for its 
pliancy anil tonghness. 

A (air crop is ono and a hal( tons per 
acre, although rich land will produce 
more. The stripped material, ready 
for use, if good quality, will sell readily 
al one liiiiidred dollars per ton, if ex- 
ceiilionallv good will bring mure. Par- 
cels have boon sold as high as two hun- 
dred dollars, but such quality is vory 
rare.

Dtreeilonafor Reatorlns It to Ita Original 
WhlCenoaa. 

When linen hn.s turned yellow, cut up 
a pound of lino white soap into a gallon 
of milk, and hang it over a lire in nwasli 
kettle. When the soap has eomplotcly 
melted, put in tho linen and boil It half 
an hour, tlion take it out Have ready 
a lather of soap aud water; wash the 
linen In It and then nnae l|JUirit^h two 
cold waters, with a very lliUe Uue In 
the lait When linen has been scorched 
uso tho following remedy: Add a quart 
of vinegar, tho juice of half a dozen 
large onions, about an bunce of soap 
ra.siied ilown, a fourth of a pound of 
fuller's earth, an oance of lime and one 
onneo of poarlash. Boll tho whole uu 
til it is pretty thick, and spread soini> of 
it upon Ihi scorchod part Allow it to 
remain until dry, then scrape it otT and 
wash. T*'° or' three applications wilt 
restore the linen, unless so muchsooroh- 
ed that t\e liber is destroyed. A little 

Jiipe clay, dissolved in tho water used 
or washing llnon, will clean It thorough- 
ly, with hau the amount of soap and a 
great dlmlnntion of labor. The article 
will be greatly Improved In colo.-, and

A NEW PROFESSION. 

rhe TcmptlDK Advitotacea |t OBkre t* 

Voanc Men of Bralna and Indoatry. 

In an address delivered to the 
students of Harvard College, Mr, 
Charles Francis Adams called the at- 
tention of the young men to a new 
profession, in which they could find a 
field for tho exercise of their abilities 
and for tne praelieal use of tlie Intel- 
lectual training they are receiving. 

It is the profession of railroading, 
and its devcloiimena, Ihoujjh verj- rapid 
luring the Inst gem'-r'.itidn, is yet far 
from complete, nnd wi'l all'ord an o|)- 
portunity for n useful and successful, 
even for a brilliant career to hosts of 
young men of natural energy and ca- 
pacity and thoroughly disciplined 
minds. The practical management of 
the railroad business is alrt aily in tho 
hands of men who, as a body, are in 
the very front rank 'oTthe professional 
talent of the United States— the sort of 
men who in former times would have 
lone Itie I'oii.'.iruellve work for States, 
led great armies, and won (ame as tho 
administrators of Governments. Inde- 
pendent lines have consolidated Into 
grand systems, covering thousands of 
miles and employ ing thunsands of men, 
and demanding (or their managi^ment 
the highest order of executive eaiiacity, 
and the widest range of abilities, geii- 
eral and special. These leadera— and 
we mean, not the directors of ttic roads 
and the manipulators of their securi- 
ties, but those wliu actually eoncei'ii 
thcniscivcs with tho running of tbo 
enterprises from day to day— are as 
Mr. Adams says, chiefly sel(-m.ido 
men, "who have worked up from tho 
brake and (roni tho ifixitlHiard cif tho 
lo<!omotivo," and who have grown up 
with the railroad business almost fiom 
its infancy. But the time is at hand 
when these pioneers must !« ri> 
placed by experts of equal ability, w ho 
will bo all the more vnlunble aiid suc- 
cessful in tho new era of railroading Is-- 
oanse of greater and brondi^r and moro 
thorough general trniniiig. The work 
of consolidation, iK-gtin of recent 
years only, pioniises to fro on until the 
lii'csenl ('or]ioralion,'< .seeni >niall in 
eonipari.'«)ii with tlie viuit corporations 
of tho future, and the army of workers 
now employed is only n feeble force aa 
compared with that wliieli will Ix; re- 
i|uirc<l by the e.\lensioii and develop- 
ment of the railroad business during 
the next half century. 

TTicro Is also no other jirofcssion 
which dcmnnds so wide a rani.'e of 
iliililies iL-i railroading calls for. The 
financial department the construction 
department the operating the general 
treflic, the clerical and the legal de- 
partments alTord lields for a great va- 
riety of sjiecial aptitudtw :md acquire- 
ments, anil tlie head of each must be 
of an executive and administrative 
genius akin t« that which makes great 
captains and great governnrs. 

Mr. Adams, therefore, could well 
iiitlainc tho ambitions of the Harvard 
(.Indents by a picture of tho jiossibili- 
lies witliin the grasp o( the young 
innn who enters u|>on a railroad career. 
Kailruading, too, is a profession so re- 
cent that it is not overcrowded with 
noviecs, like the law apd medicine, 
There is also much perplexity at this 
time among yonnr men who would 
ehoose a career, and (hose who would 
direct them - in the choioe, as to the 
fields in which they pan most profit- 
ably expend fhe|r energies. The old 
prmessions are (nil to overflowing. 
Our merchant marine, it may almost 
be said, consists of nothing except 
coastci-s. The fight of the labor unions 
for better pay shows that the mechani- 
cal trades want few recruits, tlie organi- 
sations even going so far as to rigidly 
restrict the number of apprentlocs. 
Agriculture Is more and more passing 
Into the hands of industrious immi- 
^riuil-, the old farms of New England, 
for instance, coming into the possession 
of men of (oreign extraction. The mer- 
cantile business is drawing to it t<>o 
gn-at a multitude for its needs, and the 
supply of clerks and Ijookkwpers is so 
much in excess of tbo demand that they 
can not, on the averan, obtain the 
wages of a mechanic or o( a oar driver. 

Mr. Adams has accordingly done the 
young men o( the countr)-, and esiieci- 
ally the educated young men, a ri'al 
service In calling their attention to tho 
opportunities onirtHl thom by the rail- 
road profession. But It is a profession 
Into which thoy must enter without 
foolish preiudioes as to tlni character of 
Ihidr inilial work. As he says, jirogress 
will not bo slower than in the law or in 
medicine, for each of which aman must 
study at least five years ; but the begin- 
ning mnst be mailc at the lowest round 
of the ladder. 

Tho PeniiHylvania Railroad Company 
has established a STCtetat of promotion 
(or Its eniiiloyes which is Mnglng into 
Its .service an i xeeptionally fine quality 
of young men, who may start by hand- 
ling the brakes, and tho system is 
pretty sure lo extend through the rail- 
road business, and to bo a common 
feature of tbo vast and consolidated 
corporations of the future. Even as a 
liraKemnn or an ordinary roiul-worker, 
a yoiiji;.' man can :vrii iiinre than he is 
lilioly to get at tbo outsturt in one of 
the old professions, or aa a clerk to a 
merchant— T. Sun.

PIG SHELTERS. 

The S«nHlble Pliui Adopted by a Th. 
ful Weatern Farmer. 

In company with the ownerof a largo 
(arm in one of the Western States, wo 
were riding horseback through a heav- 
ily tlmbere^mot of land, where tboro 
W« graf^nmbors of nnt-boartng 
tteei; nnl hmraiorable ho^ in store 
condition eonld be seen roofing among 
tho leaves for nuts, under every clump 
of trees. While |iassing near a creex 
where the ground wns low and level, we 
came among large numbers of immense 
sycamore or Cottonwood trees, ami 
our companion balUtd before the shat- 
tered remains of an old monarch. Tlie 
slum]) was about thirty feet high, and 
from six to ten feet in dianii^ti^r at the 
biLse. This stump wns hollow, with an 
opening five or six feet high at one side, 
W'hich was now stopped up with logs 
and large stones. "Here," said the 
farmer, "is the scene of a Iragedy that 
occurred lost full. A cold storm of 
sleet and rain came on, that forced tho 
hogs to seek shelter wherever they 
could lind it, nnd I would lie 
afraid to tell you how many got 
into that old stump; they climbnd 
on top of one another, until thoy 
crushed the life out of the bottom ones, 
and when we found them there no leas 
than a dozen, big and little, lying deod 
in tho old stump. That experienee 
taught me a les.son, whioh is arways to 
have a low roof to a pig shelter." The 
sides of tho tree had prevented tho pigs 
from escaping when the weight be- 
came t«o heavy. That this farmer had 
jirolited by his sad exjierienec, was evi- 
dent from the numbers of rude slielti-i-s 
we passed in the ride, made for "solid 
comfort" by laying rails across two 
large logs and thinwiiig brush ovi-r 
them, 'fliis wa- weighled with lieavy 
logs and stones, to keep the j>igs from 
lining it when thoy tried to climb over 
ono another. Pigs aro very grcgnrloiis 
by nature, and their housra should al 
ways be limited in capacity, so that 
too many of thom will not get togethqr 
at one time, or thoy arc certain toTnJure 
one another, and usually tho weakest 
by crowding.— vlincricrin AgricuUuri.it. 

VALUABLE EXPERIMENTS. 

The EOkoU ot Void on Cald-BIaode<l and 
Warm-Illoodcd Animala. 

Mr. J. J. Coleman and Prof. .T. O. 
McKendriek have been making cx]K'ri- 
mcnts on the ctTwts of cold upon mi- 
crophytes. Willi a mechanical freezer 
Ihey pnnliuu'd a cold of 80 deforces be- 
low zero, and lower, to which they 
exposed putrcsciblc substances tor 
varions lengths of time; tlion the same 
substances were exposed to the condi- 
tions of leinpernturc, etc., under whieli 
putrc(action is developed, and the re- 
sults were observed. The oxj^riments 
were made with meats; (resh and 
canned, wine, milk, beer, ale, yioat- 
jiiicu, neutralized vegetable iiifu.iions, 
putrefying fluids, gelatinous infusions 
ci meat with grape-sugar, etc., In ex- 
posure to cold of from 80 to 190 de- 
grees below zero, (or from a feiy hours 
to a hundred hours or more. The 
rcsnlls were in evunr case subntan- 
tially the same, Tne putretnctivo 
process was checked and made 
slower for a timo, but in no cosfe wer« 
the niiero-orgaiilsms so tborongbl}' do- 
stroyed but that jiutrefaetion set in 
agMn after a great^-r or less length of 
exposure to tho temperature favorable 
to it The conclusion of tho experi- 
ments wns that tho degree of cold they 
employed may perhaps be eomj>etent 
to iiestroy living, developed organisms, 
but not to kill the germs. A cold- 
blooded animal— a frog— was frozen by 
a half-hour's exposure to Ibo tempera- 
ture of from —20" to — iiO". recovered 
on b<ung thawed out, while after twen- 
ty minutes' exposure to —100" it failed 
to reoover. A warm-blooded animal— 
a rabbit— was not froxen by an hour's 
exposure to — 100", bat its bodily tein 
pertture became reduced from 99" to 
i3f.— Popular Science Jfonthly.

Correspondence in color with the 
general hue of the surrounding medium 
is esiK«laUy common wherever a singh; 
tone predominates largely in tlie w.iiler 
as|>ect of nature. Arotie animals, as 
evci^body knows, are always whito. 
Ptarmigan and Northern hares put on a 
snowy coat among the snows of winter. 
The uncoinmoroial stoat needlessly 
transforms himself oi; the approach o( 
cold weather into the oxpensivo anil 
luueh iH'rsi'cuteil crniine,. Iin:igihe for 
a niunieiit tlie chances of life possessud 
liy a bright scarlet animal among tliu 
siiowticlM of Greenland, and one can 
M c at mm' the al)S<ilnte iie<a:s3ity for 
this unvarying iiroteitivc cidoration. 
Even a royal Duke wouhl .scarcely v(;n- 
turo to approve of flaring red uniforms 
under such conditions. AH the conspicu- 
ous en'aturi'S get iiniiiediiitely weeded 
out by llieir I'arilivorous I'Mciiiirs, o\v- 
ng to their too great ohtrusiveiiess 
and loudness of drojs; while those alone 
survive which exactly conform to the 
fiLsliionabIc whitness of external nature. 
So, loo, in the district every bird, li/,;ird, 
grivHsliopiicr, buttcrliy ami cricket is 
iinifurmlY dressed in light sand color. 
The intrusive rod or blue butterfly from 
neighlwring flowery fields gets prompt- 
ly eaten up liy the local tiird, whoso 
pluniiige he can not distinguisn from 
the Siuid :iround it. The intrusive 
seurlct or mrn bird from neighboring 
forests finds the bre:wl taken out of his 
mouth ti)' the too severe coini)«tition of 
bin desert brethren, who can steal upon 
the native gra-sshoppers unpcrecived, 
while he hims<,'lf acts upon them like a 
rul danger signal, and is as sc<lulously 
avoidtsi liy tlie invisible insects as if ho 
meant inti iilionally to mlvertisein Ham- 
ing jHisU rs his own hostile and ilestriio- 
tive ]inrpuse. In short, sand-hanntiiig 
;creature8 are and always must be neo- 
ussuriiy sand-colored. A few tropical 
Hut llsh, however, living lus tliisy do 
among die brilliant corals, pink se:i 
anemones, gorgeous holulhurians and 
banded shells oftlic Scmthern seas, are 
beautifully ami vividly spottwl and 
colored with the liveliest patterns. In 
this e:use the iiece.nity for ])rotection 
coiiipclls the lish to lulopt the exactly 
opposite slati.^tics. All those 

young beginner!) wlio liappjn to sliow 
any tendency to plain brow coloring 
are sun^to Iw recognized as lish, and get 
|iroin|>lly eaten up among thoir bright 
surroundings ; only those which look 
iiiui'c like tlie neighboring inedible and 
stinging nondescript* staml any chance 
of c.sc:i|iiiig witli their precious lives. 
A Qiiakir garb which would easily 
pa.ss unol>si'rvisl in the imirky English 
Channel would become at once con- 
spicuous by, contrast among tlie brill- 
iant orangisms of Amboyna or Taliiti.
